In response to the Office Action mailed on October 2, 2002, apphcants elect Group EL, 
containing claims 3-29. The election is made with traverse. Claims of Group I and claims of 
Group n are not drawn to two separate inventions. The Office Action alleges that claims of 
Group I are drawn to a process for therapeutic treatment, while alleging that claims of Group II 
are drawn to a specific structural make-up of a radioactive substance. Applicants respectfully 
disagree. Numerous claims of Group n are also drawn to the same therapeutic process as claims 
of Group 1. Indeed, numerous claims of Group n are dependent on claims of Group L 
Additionally, The Office Action did not establish that it would pose an undue burden on the 
Patent Office to search the full scope of the claimed invention. Reconsideration of the election 
requirement is respectfully requested.
